The story was related by 17- 
year-old Valery Lysikov, son of 
a Russian air force colonel. The 
youth asked for and obtained po­ 
litical asylum from the Ameri­ 
cans in West Berlin last Friday. 
He told a news and television 


conference today “ others” would 
follow him West if they get the 
chance.

He also. said that deposed Pre­ 
mier Georgi Malenkov is still the 
most popular man in the Soviet 
Union. 
The pudgy successor to Stalin 
is better known and better liked 
than the present Premier, Mar­ 


shal Bulganin, Lysikov declared. 
The Americans have rejected a 
Soviet demand that the youth be 
returned to his parents, but have 
offered to let the parents visit 
their son in West Berlin. Young 
Lysikov said he doubted if the 
Russians would accept the Am­ 
erican invitation. 
Lysikov said he fears Soviet 


authorities will retaliate against 
his father by sending him to Si­ 
beria,

said that 
disagree­ 
ments with his father, described 
by his son as a fanatical Commu­ 
nist, led him to flee. One thing 


they disagreed about was his fu­ 
ture. Lysikov wanted to be a pi­ 
lot, but his father forbade this. 
There were indications Ameri­ 
can authorities will shortly grant 
his wish to emigrate to the Unit­ 
ed States where he would like to 
follow up his ambitions to be a 
pilot.

where his father was assigned, 
young Lysikov went to school in 
Stalingrad. He said there were 
classes in civil defense against 
atomic attack. 
He said students of his age in 
the Soviet Union play cards and 
drink vodka 
‘‘bo tto ms up” 
in 
their recreation hours. He claim­ 
ed that despite the danger involv­ 
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ed, many are pro-W estern. 
Asked which one thing about 
communism prompted him to de­ 
fect, he replied: 
“ Their teaching of hatred for 
other people.” 
He said the entire Soviet sys­ 
tem of government and propa­ 
ganda looks good “ on the out­ 
side, but the inside is rotten.”

COLUMBUS (/Pi—Shall Ohio 
re­ 
quire a safety 
inspection 
of 
all 
autos and trucks at least once a 
year? 
That question rests today with 
the Ohio Senate. The Ohio House 
said “ yes” yesterday by a 76-46 
vote. 
The m easure, with a record of 
two defeats and no victories, is 
designed to weed the unsafe ve­ 
hicles out of m ore than three 
million cars and trucks now reg­ 
istered in Ohio. 
The bill is sponsored by Reps. 
Samuel 
L. 
Devine 
(D -Franklin) 
and Thom as J. 
B arrett 
(D-Ma- 
honing) and would require a check 
of each vehicle at least once, but 
no more than twice a year, at some 
9,000 state-licensed garages. 
Inspectors’ fees would be $1.50 
for each vehicle, IO cents going to 
the state and the garages keeping 
tile rest. If the Senate passes the 
bill and the governor signs it. in­ 
spections would start July I, 1956. 
Two years ago, the bill failed to

A possible hike in the federal 
gasoline tax.

Repeal of the tax forgiveness on 
part of the income from dividends.

PEOPLE WITHOUT WILLS 
MORE THAN 45,000 questionnaires re­ 
turned in a surv ey made by Teachers Col­ 
lege of Columbia Univ ersity concerning 
wills rev eal the amazing fact that nearly 
one-half of the adult population has made 
no will of any kind. 
If one goes further and eliminates those 
wills improperly drawTn up and thrown out 
by the courts, the percentage of those who 
hav e the foresight to prov ide for t h e i r 
lov ed ones is seen to be lower. 
No one likes to think of death, of course, 
but when the small amount of time and ef­ 
fort required in the conception of a will is 
weighed against the agonizing burdens 
and frictions imposed upon a griev ing fam­ 
ily ''forced to settle an estate without a will, 
the comparison becomes quite lopsided. 
What surprised the researchers of Co­ 
lumbia Univ ersity ev en more was the per­ 
centage of professional people who ne­ 
glected to prov ide a will. The most negli­ 
gent single group was pharmacists, t w o - 
thirds of whom hav e no will. J ournalists 
and teachers ran close seconds with ap­ 
prox imately half of each profession re­ 
porting no will. 
Lawy ers, who were ex pected to set a 
shining ex ample, rev ealed that one out of 
four had put off drawing up a will f o r 
himself. 
The figures cited in the study showed the 
percentage remaining constant in all age 
groups. Sex , marital status and number of 
dependents seemed to hav e no effect. 
Much of this negligence and lackadais­ 
ical attitude on the part of the public is 
probably caused by ignorance of the law. 
Many people apparently don’t realize that 
states hav e differing laws regulating the 
line of inheritancy . The remark, “ My fam­ 
ily knows what to do if any thing happens to 
m e,” means nothing to the law. 


GAUDY TIES 
For 40 y ears manufacturers hav e been 
try ing to produce colored automobile tires 
and now they hav e succeeded. This is won­ 
derful, but it is also frightening. 
Color has burst the final bond. The tri­ 
colored hardtop with matching sidewalls, 
contrasting upholstery , blended interiors 
and bemused driv ers is to bring perpetual 
spring to the highway s. But can we take it? 
Already it is difficult to buy a car with­ 
out professional adv ice from interior dec­ 
orators, haberdashers, milliners and p e t 
shops. The day is not far off when the as­ 
tronomical combination of color possibili-1 
ties will frustrate the power of human de-1 
cision. We shall be forced to depend on me­ 
chanical color coordinators. But will this 
help? 
A car prospect sternly adv ised by his co­ 
ordinator to change to magenta tires and 
speckled green dashboard and to buy his 
wife a new hat is a man no longer equal 
to the responsibilities of free enterprise. If 
in a moment of stupefaction he should de­ 
cide to change his wife or put in a bid on 
a plain brown horse with friendly interior, this table.’ 
who could blame him. 


History has a curious way of asserting 
itself despite the efforts of v ain men and 
powerful politicians to suppress the truth. 
Those who rewrite history to suit their 
priv ate ends fail to suppress the whole 
truth because alway s somewhere, ev en 
hidden in desert sands, is another record 
which, in time, is uncov ered. Those who 
woul dsuppress archiv es only discov er that 
somewhere else an archiv e ex ists, a car­ 
bon copy , a memory , a diary which points 
the way to truth. 
Thus, for ten y ears, the errors of Teh­ 
eran and Yalta hav e cov ered the political 
battlefield with the reputations of men who 
believ ed that they were wholly safe from 
the light of truth. Before the Yalta Con­ 
ference took place, when the three aged 
statesmen sat in the Liv adia Palace, where 
once the court of the Czar gamboled, Lat 
iv a, Estonia, Lithuania, East Finland, East 
Poland, Bessarabia and Bukov ina had al­ 
ready become absorbed in the Russian 
Empire. 
Stalin had erected Communist gov ern­ 
ments in Bulgaria, Rumania, Yugoslav ia, 
Hungary and Albania prior to the Yalta 
Conference. He had also forced Commun­ 
ist participat^n in the gov ernments of 
West FinlancTand Czechoslov akia and im­ 
periled our position in Asia, by maintain­ 
ing a Chinese Communist military force in 
China. 
The Yalta Documents need to be read 
in this framework. Sov iet Russia had al­ 
ready achiev ed so much with our help, with 
the $11,000,000,000 of Lend-Lease which Sta­ 
lin told Roosev elt, at Yalta, was such a won 
derful inv ention because it helped allies 
without stirring resentment in them for be­ 
ing aided. 
It is not possible to believ e that Roose­ 
v elt did not know the pattern that Stalin 
was cutting out of paper maps. Also, Roose­ 
v elt knew about the Molotov -Ribbentrop 
Pact, and it should hav e been a guide to 
Stalin’s Weltanschauung. In fact in the 
v ery first conv ersation between Roosev elt 
and Stalin at Yalta, Stalin made his posi­ 
tion clear: The Earth was to be managed 
by the three great powers and he was tak­ 
ing no back-talk from any of the little na­ 
tions. This is the conv ersation as report­ 
ed by Bohlen: 
‘Marshal Stalin made it quite plain on 
a number of occasions that he felt that the 
three great powers which had borne the 
brunt of war and had liberated from Ger­ 
man domination the small powers should 
hav e the unanimous right to preserv e the 
peace of the world. He said that he could 
serv e no other interest than that of the So­ 
v iet state and people but that in the inter­ 
national arena the Sov iet Union was pre­ 
pared to pay its share in the preserv ation 
of peace. He said that it was ridiculous to 
believ e that Albania would hav e an equal 
v oice with the three great powers who had 
won the war and were present at this din­ 
ner. 
‘He said some of the liberated countries 
seemed to believ e that the great powers 
had been forced to shed their blood in order 
to liberate them and that they were now 
scolding these great powers for failure to 
take into consideration the rights of these 
small powers.” 
This policy , Sov iet Russia has pursued 
to the present day . Roosev elt is not report­ 
ed to hav e protested against this principle 
of international conduct. Bohlen’s notes 
say that he commented as follows: 
, .The President said he agreed that 
the great powers bore the greater respon­ 
sibility and that the peace should be writ­ 
ten by the three powers represented at

Treatin g Cro u p Attack

WHILE a little tot might seem 
perfectly 
happy 
and 
healthy 
when tucked into bed, It som e­ 
tim es happens that within a few 
hours he m ight awaken the en 
tire household with a barking 
cough. T hat’s the way simple 
croup frequently dev elops. 
Croup Is spasm of the lary nx , 
or v oice box . It can be caused by 
sev eral different things. Serious 
cases may occur as a result of 
diphtheria or other throat infec­ 
tions. 
Did He Swallow Something? 
A fit of coughing or noisy 
breathing m ight also be started 
by swallowing some object which 
lodges In his lung or windpipe. 
Ev en if y oa suspect sim ple 
croup, It’s best to call y our doctor, 
in order to make sure It isn ’t 
any thing serious. 
To ease the baby ’s cfltaghing, 
noisy breathing and hoarseness 
while waiting for the doctor, keep 
him In a closed, warm, moist 
room. If y ou hav e a v aporizer, 
atart it going at once in the room. 
Steam from Hot Water 
If y ou hav en’t a v aporizer, 
may be y ou can place him In the 
bathroom and turn on the hot 
water to get some steam into the 
room. If this is im practical, put 
a kettle or sev eral nans of boiline 


water into the baby ’s room. 
Another way to increase mois­ 
ture in the air is to hang four or 
fiv e bath towels around the room, 
or place them on a hot radiator. 
You might also place warm 
cloths or towels on the baby ’s 
neck and chest, but be careful 
y ou don’t burn him. Remember 
that his skin is v ery sensitiv e. 
Remov e Wet Clothes 
When 
his 
heav y 
breathing 
stops, he is likely to be quite wet 
from perspiration. Remov e his 
wet clothes, dry him thoroughly , 
and put him back to bed in dry 
clothes. Keep him quiet. 
Now keep the air in his room 
warm and moist for sev eral day s. 
Cool 
air might start another 
coughing attack. 
The temperature of the room 
should remain a steady 8 0 de­ 
grees. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs. R. D.: Is it adv isable to 
hav e v aricose v eins cut out if 
they cause pain? Are there shots 
that would be of help? 
Answer: As a general rule, v ar­ 
icose v eins can be treated satis­ 
factorily by injections. Howev er, 
in some instances, it is necessary 
to remov e or tie off certain of thf 
v eins in order to reliev e the

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P E O P L E W ITHOUT WILLS 
MORE THAN 45,000 questionnaires re­ 
turned in a survey made by Teachers Col­ 
lege of Columbia University concerning 
wills reveal the amazing fact that nearly 
one-half of the adult population has made 
no will of any kind. 
If one goes further and eliminates those 
wills improperly drawn up and thrown out 
by the courts, the percentage of those who 
have the foresight to provide for t h e i r 
loved ones is seen to be lower. 
No one likes to think of death, of course, 
but when the small amount of time and ef­ 
fort required in the conception of a will is 
weighed against the agonizing burdens 
and frictions imposed upon a grieving fam­ 
ily forced to settle an estate without a will, 
the comparison becomes quite lopsided. 
What surprised the researchers of Co­ 
lumbia University even more was the per­ 
centage of professional people who ne­ 
glected to provide a will. The most negli­ 
gent single group was pharmacists, t w o- 
thirds of whom have no will. Journalists 
and teachers ran close seconds with ap­ 
proximately half of each profession re­ 
porting no will. 
Lawyers, who were expected to set a 
shining example, revealed that one out of 
four had put off drawing up a will f o r 
himself. 
The figures cited in the study showed the 
percentage remaining constant in all age 
groups. Sex, marital status and number of 
dependents seemed to have no effect. 
Much of this negligence and lackadais­ 
ical attitude on the part of the public is 
probably caused by ignorance of the law. 
Many people apparently don’t realize that 
states have differing laws regulating the 
line of inheritancy. The remark, “My fam­ 
ily knows what to do if anything happens to 
m e,” means nothing to the law'.

T reating Croup A ttack 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
WHILE a little tot m ight seem 
perfectly 
happy 
and 
healthy 
when tucked into bed, it some­ 
times happens th a t within a few 
hours he m ight awaken the en­ 
tire household with a barking 
cough. T h at’s the way simple 
croup frequently develops. 
Croup is spasm of the larynx, 
or voice box. It can be caused by 
several different things. Serious 
cases may occur as a result of 
diphtheria or other th ro at infec­ 
tions. 
Did He Swallow Something? 
A fit of coughing or noisy 
breathing m ight also be started 
by swallowing some object which 
lodges in his lung or windpipe. 
Even if you suspect simple 
croup, it’s best to call your doctor, 
in order to make sure it isn’t 
anything serious. 
To ease the baby’s coughing, 
noisy breathing and hoarseness 
while waiting for the doctor, keep 
him in a closed, warm, moist 
room. If you have a vaporizer, 
start it going at once in the room. 
Steam from Hot Water 
If you haven’t a vaporizer, 
maybe you can place him in the 
bathroom and turn on the hot 
water to get some steam into the 
room. If this is im practical, put 
a kettle or several pans of boiline: 


water into the baby’s room. 
Another way to increase mois­ 
ture in the air Is to hang four or 
five bath towels around the room, 
or place them on a hot radiator. 
You might also place warm 
cloths or towels on the baby’s 
neck and chest, but be careful 
you don't burn him. Remember 
th a t his skin is very sensitive. 
Remove Wet Clothes 
When 
his 
heavy 
breathing 
stops, he is likely to be quite wet 
from perspiration. Remove his 
wet clothes, dry him thoroughly, 
and put him back to bed in dry 
clothes. Keep him quiet. 
Now keep the air in his room 
warm and moist for several days. 
Cool air m ight sta rt another 
coughing attack. 
The tem perature of the room 
should remain a steady 80 de­ 
grees. 


QUESTION ARD ANSWER 
Mrs. R. D.: Is it advisable to 
have varicose veins cut out if 
they cause pain?

Let’s go shopping for that tropi­ 
cal 
delicacy, 
bananas. 
The in­ 
crease is supply is beginning this 
month and will reach the peak by 
mid-June. 
Bananas are available e v e r y 
month of the year in large quan- 
tities, thanks to modern fruit hand- 
^ ling and distribution methods. Dur­ 
ing the last five years, prices have 
averaged from 15 to 17 cents a 
pound. 
Nature’s pre pack a g i n g has 
never been better than in the case 
of the banana. Peel it back, eat 
the fruit untouched by human 
hands. 
One of the oldest foods known to 
man is the banana. In 327 B.C. the 


p 
y armies of Alexander 
the 
Great 
found the fruit growing in abund­ 
ance in the valley of the Indus in 
Southern Asia. 
The banana story is most facina- 
ting. This fruit grows on plants, not 
trees. Each plant grows from 15 
to 30 feet in height and bears but 
one stem or bunch of fruit with the 
“ fingers” pointed upward. 
When 
that is harvested, the plant is cut 
down and allowed to rot and fert- 


■ M ilize the soil for new plants grow­ 
ing from the same rootstock. Most 
of our bananas come from Costa 
Rica, Eucador. and Honduras. 


Even for use in the tropics ban­ 
anas are always cut green and al­ 
lowed to ripen off the plant. A 
plant-ripened banana is unpleasant­ 
ly mealy in character, has little 
favor, and usually bursts the na­ 
ture packaging. 
~ 
They are shipped long distances 
• to the m arket in the green stage. 
Ripening is usually done near the 
point of sale. A ripening room will 
have a temperature of about 64 de­ 
grees and a humidity of about 95 
percent. 
If immediate use is not plan­ 
ned, the banana may be purchas­ 
ed partially green. The flesh of 
the golden 
ripe, green 
tipped 
banana is still firm. As the fruit 
ripens further, the starch con- 
>0 
tinues to change to sugar. Ban­ 
anas with brown spots are sweet­ 
er, but will not hold their shape 
as well in salads or desserts. 
While

The color of the skin or package 
of the banana is a good guide for 
use. 
Partly ripe bananas—tipped with 
green—are just right for baking, 
broiling, and frying. Cooking brings 
our a deliciously different flavor. 
Those with an all yellow skin are 
good to peel down and eat or to 
use in baking muffins, bread, and 
cookies. When the “package” is 
flecked with brown the content 
is fully ripe—sweet, mellow, com­ 
pletely degestible—and at its best 
for eating and feeding to infants, 
for use in fruit cups, salads, ice 
cream, fruit desserts, 
and 
milk 
shakes. 
The true worth of the banana 
lies in its universal appeal as a 
food for ages and 
among 
all 
nationalities. Its total value is 
greatly enhanced as 
more is 
learned of the nutritive content, 
and the variety of ways in which 
the fruit may be included in the 
diet. 
Any mistaken impression that the 
banana is difficult to digest is due 
to eating it before it is ripe. When 
ripe, or if cooked when partially 
ripe, the banana is one of the most 
easily digested foods 
and 
is of 
great value in the diet of both 
young and old as an economical 
source of food energy. Its use in 
the diet can be as a fruit or as 
a vegetable. 
An average sized banana furnish­ 
er from 95 to IOO calories, 13 per­ 
cent of the day’s supply of vitamin 
C., 9 percent of the day’s supply 
of vitamin A., a well rounded sup­ 
ply of other 
vitamins—thiamine, 
ascorbic acid, riboflavin, and nia­ 
cin; ll essential minerals, plus su­ 
gars and pectins, and has an alka­ 
line effect in the body.

Seaboard A.li Line Railway com­ 
pany not only ‘'as the largest and 
best equipped freight classification 
yard in the southeast. It also has 
the longest stretch of straight rails 
in the whole country, 78.86 miles; 
and but for a slight curve it would 
be 98 miles. 
It begins near Old Hundred, 
eight miles east of Hamlet, and 
runs to a slight curve between 
Armour on J Claybrick in Colum­ 
bus county. This straight track 
passes through Laurel Hill, and 
Laurinburg rn Scotland county; 
Maxton, Pembroke and Lumberton 
in Robeson county; 
Bladenboro, 
Abbottsburg, Clarkton and Coun­ 
cil in Bladen county. 
Many persons have wondered 
about 
the slight curve in the 
straight length of track that pre­ 
vents it from being 98 miles long. 
There are no lakes, big rivers or 
hills rn the path of the track, and 
the steepest grade is only one per 
cent, so there seems to be no rea­ 
son for making a curve in the 
track. The curve is very' little, be­ 
ing a deviation of only l l feet in 
a distance of 500 feet. 
Experi­ 
enced men say it must have been 
an 
infinitesimal 
error 
in cross 
country calculation of the sur­ 
veyors.

THIS LONG, straight track was 
built by the Wilmington, Charlotte 
and Rutherfordton Railroad com­ 
pany, with headquarters In Wil­ 
mington. 
Construction began Jan. I, 1857, 
and the length from the west bank 
of the Cape Fear river to Rock­ 
ingham was completed April I, 
1861, Just before the War Between 
the States, 
rho line was a very 
important artery of transportation 
during the war. 
In 1873 tile Wilmington, Char­ 
lotte and Rutherfordton, which had 
been in receivership, sold out to 
the Carolina Central Railway com­ 
pany. And in July, 1900, the rail­ 
road was acquired by the first or­ 
ganization of the present Seaboard 
Air Line.

how long the headlight from a 
train could be seen before it would 
arrive at a station along the line 
is of a man who saw the light on 
tile way to church. On the way 
home he stopped and watched the 
passengers alight or go aboard 
the same train! 
Some think it is incredible that 
this 78 miles of straight track is 
not more than matched in the 
western plains of this country. 
And until it is, North Carolina and 
the Seaboard 
have the longest 
straight railroad in the United 
States.

Brin g s Gard en Su ccess 


'mere will be few vacant spaces 
In ro w, If large seeds are 
so wn In pairs. 


When so wing seeds directly in 
the garden, the amateur sho uld 
keep in mind two po ints—ho w 
deep to so w, and ho w far apart. 
Mo dern practice favo rs shallo w 
so wing, the depth being deter 
mined by the size in mo st cases. 
Small seeds are barely co vered, 
and larger seeds placed art a 
depth abo ut fo ur times their 
diameter. 
Ho w far apart is no t so easy 
to deVcrmine. If so wn to o thin­ 
ly, the hazards o f garden life 
may cause vacant spaces to be 
left in the ro w. If so wn to o 
thickly there will be extra wo rk 
thinning o ut plants, 
so tho se 
which remain have ro o m to de­ 
velo p. 
* 
Larger seeds, like peas and 
beans, can be accurately spaced. 
Dwarf peas o ne inch apart will 
develo p 
sturdy plants 
witho ut 
thinning, and if so me seeds fail 
to gro w they will no t be missed. 
Bush, beans usually are allo wed 
to gro w fo ur inches apart in 
the ro w. To avo id vacant spaces 
so w beans in pairs, spaced fo ur 
inches apart. 
Seldo m will bo th 
seeds in a pair fail to gro w. 
If 
bo th gro w o ne can easily be 
pulled up, o r let bo th develo p 
since twin plants will do as well 
as singles. 
Beet seed and Swiss chard 
are large eno ugh to be spaced 
precisely, and may be planted 
an 
inch 
o r 
two 
apart, 
and 
thinned o ut. 
Every beet seed 
will pro duce a gro up o f plants. 


So w peas 1 inch apart and do 
no t thin o ut. 


If yo u thin them just as the ro o t 
is beginning to take its glo bular 
fo rm, the to ps and tiny ro o t# 
co o ked to gether .will make a de­ 
licio us dish. 
Avo id 
so wing any seeds so 
thickly that they to uch each o th­ 
er. 
Their ro o ts will entangle, 
and it will be difficult to thin 
them pro perly. It may help to 
mix small seeds witn dry sand, 
befo re yo u begin to so w, using 
two o r three times as much 
sand as seeds. This spreads the 
seed o ut better. 
If 
seed 
is 
o f 
sub-standard 
germinatio n, 
o r kno wn to be 
o ld, so w twice as much. 
Carro t 
seedlings are feeble, and o ften 
have difficulty breaking thro ugh 
the so il, if it is at all inclined 
to crust. Use twice as much car­ 
ro t seed if yo u have do ubt# 
abo ut yo ur so il being po ro us 
eno ugh. 
The surest way to so w small 
seeds is to take a few in tha 
hand, and let them fall thro ugh 
the fingers into the drill which 
has been prepared. Get clo se 
to the gro und, and with a little 
practice yo u can quickly ac­ 
quire co ntro l so that the seed# 
will be evenly distributed, each 
sufficiently 
distant 
fro m 
tha 
next to prevent entanglement. 
Keep the seeds in line as well 
as yo u can. 
It helps to let tha 
garden line which was used in 
making the drill remain in placa 
until

Skill in Seed Sowing 
Brings Garden Success 


There will be few vacant spaces 
in row, if large seeds are 
sown in pairs. 


When sowing seeds directly in 
the garden, the am ateur should 
keep in mind two points—how 
deep to sow, and how far apart. 
Modern practice favors shallow 
sowing, the depth being deter­ 
mined by the size in most cases. 
Small seeds are barely covered, 
and larger seeds placed at a 
depth about four times their 
diam eter. 
How far apart is not so easy 
to determine. If sown too thin­ 
ly, the hazards of garden life 
m ay cause vacant spaces to be 
left in the row. If sown too 
thickly there will be extra work 
thinning out plants, 
so those 
which rem ain have room to de­ 
velop. 
Larger seeds, like peas and 
beans, can be accurately spaced. 
Dwarf peas one inch apart will 
develop sturdy plants without 
thinning, and if some seeds fail 
to grow they will not be missed 
B ush,beans usually are allowed 
to grow four Inches apart in 
the row’. To avoid vacant spaces 
sow beans in pairs, spaced four 
inches apart. 
Seldom will both 
seeds in a pair fail to grow. 
If 
both grow one can easily be 
pulled up, or let both develop 
since twin plants will do as well 
as singles. 
Beet seed and Swiss chard 
are large enough to be spaced 
precisely, and may be planted 
an 
inch 
or 
two 
apart, 
and 
thinned out. 
Every beet seed 
will produce a group of plants 


Sow peas I inch apart and do 
not thin out. 


If you thin them just as the root 
is beginning to take its globular 
form, the tops and tiny roots 
cooked together will make a de­ 
licious dish. 
Avoid sowing any seeds so 
thickly that they touch each oth­ 
er. 
Their roots will entangle, 
and it will be difficult to thin 
them properly. It m ay help to 
mix small seeds with dry sand, 
before you begin to sow, using 
two or three tim es as much 
sand as seeds. This spreads tha 
seed out better. 
If 
seed 
is 
of 
sub-standard 
germination, 
or known to be 
old, sow twice as much. Carrot 
seedlings are feeble, and often 
have difficulty breaking through 
the soil if it is at all inclined 
to crust. Use twice as much car­ 
rot seed if you have doubts 
about your soil being porous 
enough. 
The surest way to sow sm all 
seeds is to take a few in th# 
hand, and let them fall through 
the fingers into the drill which 
has been prepared. Get close 
to the ground, and with a little 
practice you can quickly ac­ 
quire control so that the seeds 
will be evenly distributed, each 
sufficiently 
distant 
from 
the 
next to prevent entanglement. 
Keep the seeds in line as well 
as you can. 
It helps to let the 
garden line which was used in 
making the drill rem ain in place 
until 
the 
seeds 
h a v e 
b e e n 
dropped.

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Corn ’Hunger,' Plowing Benefits 


Among Top Farm-Home Subjects 


How to recognize “ hungry” corn 
crops. The benefits of plowing over 
other soil-tilling methods. And how 
too much grain or mash can reduce 
poultry profits. 
These and many more topics 
of top interest to farm ers have 
been under discussion at the 43rd 
annual Farm and Home 
Week , 
now under way 
at Ohio State 
University. Many Pick away Co­ 
unty residents have already drop- 
ed around for one or more of the 
sessions. 
USDA physiologist .1 D. Sayre of 
Ohio Agricultural Experiment Sta­ 
tion has described how corn plants 
look when one or more of the m a­ 
jor and minor nutrient elements 
are missing. 
Lack of nitrogen causes a yellow­ 
ing and stunted appearance of corn, 
Sayre said. When phosphorus is 
missing, corn leaves tak e on a pur­ 
ple or reddish tings. A potassium i 
deficiency results in m a r g i n a l 
burning of the leaves. 
Sayre told visiting farm ers how­ 
to look for other hunger signs or 
deficiency symptoms such as cal­ 
cium, magnesium, boron, iron, and 
others

you see hunger signs it is too late 
to correct the condition in the pre­ 
sent crop. Steps should be tak en, 
however, to add proper fertilizers 
for the next year's crop 
Meanwhile, George S. Taylor as­ 
sured Farm and Home Week vi­ 
sitors that plowing is still recom­ 
mended over other ways of 
pre­ 
paring corn ground 
The Ohio State University exten­ 
sion agronomist said plow ing is pre­ 
ferred above disk ing, mulch tillage, 
and other methods except where 
land requires mulch tillage to pre­ 
vent erosion. He urged farm ers to 


the other hand, poultrymen who 
feed too much mash and not enough 
grain raise feed costs without in­ 
creasing production. 
Yacowitz showed poultrymen how 
to figure amounts of home grown 
j grain needed to balance mash con- 
; centrâtes of different protein lev* 
I els. He advised balancing broiler 
chick rations at 22 percent protein. 
( hick s for laying flock replacement 
need a 20 percent protein ration, 
while laying pullets nerd a 16-17 
percent ration. A 15 percent pro­ 
tein level is satisfactory for old 
hens. 
Continuous high level antibio­ 
tic feeding in laying flock s is too 
costly, Yacowitz said. He advis­ 
ed poultrymen to use antibiotic 
only when birds show a drop in 
egg production due to a disease 
that 
antibiotics 
will 
control. 
Small operators will find it eas­ 
ier, cheaper and more effective 
to put antibiotics in drink ing wa­ 
ter rather than in feed, he added. 
He also discussed use of fats, an­ 
ti-oxidants and new growth factors 
in poultry rations. He urged anyone 
who wants to try these to contact 
their extension poultry specialist.

Among Top Farm-Home Subjects

How to recognize “ hungry” corn 
crops. The benefits of plowing over 
other soil-tilling methods. And how 
too much grain or mash can reduce 
poultry profits. 
These and many more topics 
of top interest to farmers have 
been under discussion at the 43rd 
annual Farm and Home Week, 
now under way 
at Ohio State 
University. Many Pickaway Co­ 
unty residents have already drop 
ed around for one or more of the 
sessions. 
USHA physiologist J D. Sayre of 
Ohio Agricultural Experiment Sta­ 
tion has described how corn plants 
look when one or more of the ma­ 
jor and minor nutrient elements 
are missing. 
Lack of nitrogen causes a yellow­ 
ing and sainted appearance of corn, 
Sayre said. When phosphorus is 
missing, corn leaves take on a pur­ 
ple or reddish tings. A potassium 
deficiency results in m a r g i n a l 
burning of the leaves. 
Sayre told visiting farm ers how­ 
to look for other hunger signs or 
deficiency symptoms such as cal­ 
cium. magnesium, boron, iron, and 
others

you see hunger signs it is too late 
to correct the condition in the pre­ 
sent crop. Steps should be taken, 
however, to add proper fertilizers 
for the next year's crop 
Meanwhile, George S. Taylor as­ 
sured Farm and Home Week vi­ 
sitors that plowing is still recom­ 
mended over other ways of pre­ 
paring corn ground 
The Ohio State University exten­ 
sion agronomist said plow ing is pre­ 
ferred above disking, mulch tillage, 
and other methods except where 
land requires mulch tillage to pre­ 
vent erosion. He urged farm ers to 
finish their plow ing at least two to 
three weeks before planting. This 
reduces moisture losses and allows 
tim e for the seedbed to granulate 
from frost action and from wetting 
and drying. 
When 
fitting 
a 
seedbed 
for 
corn, Taylor told the Ohio farm­ 
ers to use the fewest operations 
needed to get an adequate stand. 
Once over with a spike-toothed 
harrow is usually enough for fall 
and winter plowed land. 
Delay seedbed fitting until plant­ 
ing time on early plowed ground, 
Taylor advised. 
In reviewing special tillage met­ 
hods. Taylor said planting behind 
the tractor wheel is satisfactory if 
adequate stands can be obtained. 
The value of subsoiling, how ever, is 
questionable iii light of recent ex­ 
periments.

the other hand, poultrymen who 
feed too much mash and not enough 
grain raise feed costs without in­ 
creasing production. 
Yacowitz showed poultrymen how 
to figure amounts of home grown 
gram needed to balance mash con­ 
centrates of different protein lev­ 
els. He advised balancing broiler 
chick rations at 22 percent protein. 
Chicks for laying flock replacement 
need a 20 percent protein ration, 
while laying pullets need a 16-17 
percent ration. A 15 percent pro­ 
tein level is satisfactory for old 
hens. 
Continuous high level antibio­ 
tic feeding in laying flocks is too 
costly, Yacowitz said. He advis­ 
ed poultrymen to use antibiotic 
only when birds show a drop in 
egg production due to a disease 
that 
antibiotics 
will 
control. 
Small operators will find it eas­ 
ier, cheaper and more effective 
to put antibiotics in drinking wa­ 
ter rather than in feed, he added. 
He also discussed use of fats, an­ 
ti-oxidants and new growth factors 
in poultry rations. He urged anyone 
who wants to try these to contact 
their extension poultry specialist.
